Setting of Date Will Mean Much to

will be September 1,

One woman told me that after an 
inspection such as I suggest above, 
she found that she was giving storage 
to’seventeen disgracefully inadequate 
utensils—and: that in a kitchenette. 

Once you have decided on the dis- 
cards, you will find among the news- 
paper advertisements many high-class 
shops announcing business-stimulat- 
ing sales for the warm days, 

Every housewife has attenipted to 
bake a layer cake only to find the pan 
just sufficiently- large to prevent an- 
other pan being placed in the oven 
at the same time. This necessitates 
bakiiig one layer at a time---not only 
a waste of ‘time, but of high-costing 
fuel, ' 

Since you cannot take your oven 
to the shop with you, the’ next best 
thing to do is to take a paper pat- 
tern of the floor of your oven with 
you. The merchant can readily fit 
the combination ‘to it. 

How about some of the new com- 
bination aluminum utensils. For 
instance, the kettle you buy for boil- 
ing water may be quickly cénverted 
into a double boiler. Then there are 
triple saucepans. - They fit in com- 
bination over the one gas burner. By 
their aid one may cook potatoes and

Shackleton Says Mainspring of Life {s 
Desire for Knowledge. 


Sir Ernest Shackleton, speaking at 
a garden party given by Mr, and 


Mrs. F, E. Becker at Sutton Hall, 
Heston, said it would have been seen 
from the Times that he was about to 
lead another Polar expedition, which 
had been rendered possible by the 
generosity of two men. The first 
encouragement he received for the 
expedition was from the host of that 
afternoon, and the venture would go 
forward largely as the result of Mr. 
Becker's confidence in him. To a 
great many the Polar expedition 
might seem futile, but explorers did 
not go ott primarily for economic 
reasons, The total cost of Polar ex- 
ploration in the last 10 years had 
been £2,000,000; the total economic 
result had been £25,000,000 by the 
discovery of harbors and whale oil, 
and by magnetic and scientific re- 
sults. On the human side it was a 
desire to go into the unknown, to 
see things that no man had ever seen, 
and to go on until all was known; 
that had been the mainspring of life. 
He hoped that whatever they brought 
back from the coming expedition 
would be for the good of thelr Em- 
pire and for the betterment of the 
world,.—London Times,

makes a very fine showing. A com- 
parison between Canadian and United | 
States production for the past three! 
years shows that Canada has main-! 
tained a high standard in all the crops! 
she cultivates, and lias in the majority! 
of cases exceeded the average achiev-| 
ed by the older producing country. 

It is not so long ago since doubt! 
was expressed that it would be poss-! 
ible to grow wheat profitably in Can-! 
ada. Canadian farmers answered this | 
by taking most of the premier honors} 
for this crop at inférnational exhibi-} 
tions. Not only that, but it is ap-} 
parent that the Dominion preserves a 
higher average production throughout 
the country in both spring and win-' 


ter varieties than the United States,’ 
taken as a whole. In the year 1920,!' 
when the production of spring and) 
winter wheat in the United States was 
10.8 and 15.3 bushels per acre respec- 
tively, Canada secured an average of 
14 and 24 bushels. In the previous 
year, 1919, with a United States pro-| 
duction of 8.8 and 14.9 bushels, Can- | 
ada’s average yields per acre were 9.50 
and 23.75. To go back another year,| 
they compared 16,2 and 15.2 as against | 
10.75 and 19,00, the United States ob-} 
taining a greater average of spring | 
wheat in that season, ; 

A comparison of the respective| 
yields of the past three years in oats 
indicates that Canada, although she 
secured most of the international hon- 
ors for the quality of her product, has 
fallen slightly behind ‘the United | 
States in average production per acre. 
Whereas in 1920 her average produc- 
tion was 33.50 bushels per acre, that 
of the United States was 35 bushels. 
In the previous year, when she pro- 
duced 26.25 bushels, farmers across 
the line managed to achieve 29.4 bus- 
hels. In the year 1918 the yield 
stood at 34.7 and 28.74 with the Unit- 
ed States in the ascendency. The 
same slight difference is recorded in 
barley, the average yields being 25.6 
and 24.75; 22.4 and 21.75; 26.3 and 
24.50, 

There would appear to be no doubt} 
left as to the greater suitability of 
Canadian land to potato production af- 
ter a survey of the comparative figures 
of production. Against the United 
States average of 109.6 bushels to the 
acre last year, Canada produced 
170.50. Her yield in 1919 was 153.50 
against the 90 bushels reached across 
the line. When the United States 
produced 95.9 bushels in 1918, Canada 
achieved 142 bushels, 

Slight divergencies only are observ- 
ed in the hay yield of the two coun- 
tries, both in the tame and wild varie-

Plans for a trans-Polar flight in 
September from Point Barrow, 
Alaska, to Spitsbergen and the North 
Cape, Norway, ate announced by Ed- 
win Fairfax Naulty, of New York.

Chinese and Japanese Getting a 
Strong Grip on the Trade of the 
Province. 

That Orientals are getting an in- 
creasingly firm grip on British Colum- 
bia’s produce trade is indicated by fig: 
ures compiled by the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture. More than 
55 per cent. of the potatoes produced 
in the province are now grown by 
Chinese, 

Most greenhouses around Victoria 
district arg now controlled by Chin- 
ese, according to the report. In the 
Victoria district, Chinese have 193,- 
570 square fect under glass and pro- 
duce larffe quantitics of carly toma- 
toes, lettuce, other produce and 
flowers. In Vancouver 90 per cent. 
of the produce supplied to the mar: 
kets is produced by Chinese. 

In the famous Ashcroft and Lillooet 
districts, Chinese now own 2,500 acres 
and lease 1,905 acres more, the report 
shows. Their holdings in these dis- 
tricts are in blocks, running as high 
as 640 acres. Recently more sales of 
land have been made direct from the 
white farmer, who finds he cannot 
make production pay, to the Oriental.

Oil Wealth of Northland 


Oil, Gas and Coal Is Found To Exist 
Over Wide Area. 

The whole of the Canadian north 

from Fort Norman into the Arctic 

and the Mackenzie basin seems to be 


}underlaid with oil natural gas and 


coal, declares Howard Colley, who re- 
turned from that district recently, af- 
ter staking claims. In many places 
the oil is boiling up out of the ground 
in natural wells, he said. There are 
coal seams projecting almost every- 


where and .in some places whole 


| cliffs are exposed, Mr. Colley said the 


coal is not a hard variety, but seems 
to be good bituminous coal. Natur- 
al gas is almost as common, 

In the northern part of the district 
the Eskimos are using the natural gas. 
There are soft earth formations into- 
which they poke long sticks which 
they twirl around, Gas comes out 
of the hole thus formed. They light 
it and have a flame for. cooking. 

“But no one thinks of gas or coal 
up there,’ Mr, Colley went on, “It 
is only the oil they are after, They 
do not have to bother about going 
out.and breaking off pieces of coal for 
fuel in their shacks, All cooking and

wells. As it comes from the well at 
Fort Norman the oil is like kerosene, 
After it was strained through a moose 
hide it ran a gasoline engine.

.. For Scientists|™ 


Did Ape Men Inhabit Land West of 
Rocky Mountains Years Ago. 
Did man‘ exist on the North Ameri- 
can continent in the Palacothic Age? 
The question which has baffled 
scientists for yéars may be answered 
with the finding of a statue, hewn 
from granite of an ape holding an in- 
fant of the same species to its breast, 


at Selma Park, B.C., north of Van- 
couver, by members of the Columbus 
Club. 

The excavation was made when 


boys were digging what appeared to 
be a natural mound near their camp. 
Instructor William Quigley and Hor 
~ace McKinnon unearthed the statue. 
In the excavation stone axe 
heads, also hewn from granite were 


same 


also discovered. 

The finding of the statue may mean 
the solution of the many thearies ad- 
vanced by scientists as to the prob- 
ability of man migrating to the North 
American continent long béfore Baby- 
Jonia, “the cradle of civilization,’ was 
populated, authorities stated. 


Many students have argued that 
man in the late stages of evolution 
came from Asia -to the coast of 


Canada and the United States where 
the groups were gradually broken up 
and exterminated. The finding of 
the stone axeheads coincides with 
the old custom of burial, it was said. 

H. G. Wells in his “Outline of 
History” shows clearly the early 
methods used following the death of 
a member of the community. The 
Swiss discoveries and the stones im- 
plement burial findings in England 
are exact parallels to the discovery in 
British Columbia. 

Discoveries of ancient Indian an- 
tiquities show that the North Ameri- 
can aborigines turned to wood as a 
medium for their sculpture and the 
gorilla is not known as an Indian 
symbol. The figure found is more 
than two feet in height and shows 
clearly the features and receding 
forehead of the gorilla. 

Mr. C. F. Stafford, of Selma Park, 
brought the story of the discovery to 
Vancouver. The statue will be turn- 
ed over to scientists for investigation.

Charles Dickens, when sitting for 
his portrait to the painter Frith, ar- 
rived at the artist’s studio arrayed in 
a sky-blue overcoat with red cuffs, 

“His dress was florid,” wrote a con- 
temporary; “a satin cravat of deepest 
bluc, relieved by embroideries; a 
green ‘waistcoat with gold flowers; a 
dress coat with a velvet collar and 
satin facings.” 

Alexandre Dumas once arrived at 
an evening reception wearing a red tie 
and a shirt on which were depicted a 
host of little devils disporting them- 
selves amidst flames. 

Lord Beacorfield was a celebrated 
dandy, and possessed an enormous 
wardrobe. He was much attached to 
a velvet suit with ruffles, and on one 
occasion attended a. dinner ffarty 
wearing green velvet trousers, a can- 
ary-colored waistcoat, low shoes with | 
silver buckles, and lace cuffs to his; 
coat. 

He once walked down Regent Street} 
adorned in a blue overcoat, light blue 
trousers, and black stockings with red 
stripes.

Scotland Yard Airplanes 


Machines Are Equipped For Taking 
And Developing Photographs. 
One sign of the times is that Scot- 

land Yard has added to its machinery 
for the detection of crime four up-to- 
date aeroplanes, fitted with dark 
rooms and accessories for the speedy 
develdpment of photographs. 

It might be of immense value to the 
official unravellers of murder myster- 
ies if they could have before them in 
the briefest possible time photographs 
relating to the crimes. 

In murder cases where expert evi- 
dence is likely to play a big part, a 
machine will be dispatched to the 
scene as quickly as possible, and 
photographs obtained and developed 
on the return journey: 

The innovation is an experiment. If 
it proves satisfactory, it can be taken 
that it will form the nucleus of an air 
force for speeding up detection.

The Alberta Provincial Police, in 
the method of its organization and 
latterly in its effectiveness, follows 
closely the style of its noted prede- 
cessor in this province.

Why Autoists Burn ’ 
Lights In Daytime 


Prolongs Life of Battery By Pratect- 
ing From Overcharge. 

How many motorists know that 

they should protect the batteries of 


their cars from too much an over- 
charge? In the opinion of the writer 
a very large proportion, perhaps 


about ninety per cent. of them, are 
blissfully unaware of that fact. Last 
week he was driving a car that had 
been doing considerable road work by 
day and the action of the starter ad- 
vised that the battery was pretty well 
charged. The ammeter indicated 


pro-j that the generator was charging the 


| 


battery heavily at speeds above eigh- 
teen miles an hour and so the head- 


the rate of charge as low as possible, 
and thus save the battery from too 
great an influx of ‘juice.” 

This daytime use of headlights is a 
common practice among drivers who 
understand that though an occasional 
overcharge is a good tonic for a bat- 
tery, constant heavy overcharging re- 
sults in burned separators and 
buckled plates. That the headlights’ 
are burning is evident to anyone who 
looks at the car, but the light is so 
diminished by contact with the light 
of the sun that under no circum- 
stances does the day use of lights 
bother drivers of other cars. 

In a run of eighty or ninety miles, 
during almost all of which the head- 
lights were kept lighted, the driver 
was advised at least one hundred 
times that “your lights are on.” Prac- 
tically every car he met slowed down 
in order to advise him that his lights 
switched on, and even pedes- 
trians and drivers of horse-drawn 
vehicles sought to enlighten him, 

The driver of one car in every ten 
seemed to realize that the use of 
lights by day is not evidence of neg- 
lect or ignorance on the part of a 
motorist. While it is highly amus- 
ing to receive the constant greeting, 
“Your lights are on,” or “Turn off 
your lights,” it was also rather a reve- 
lation as to how much the average 
car driver knows about the care of his 
battery,

Enlarged Photo Shows All Irregulari- 
ties and Imperfections, 

Few people are aware that in de- 
tecting forgerics the camera plays a 
highly important’ part. 

The photographic record, duly en- 
larged, shows the smallest inaccur- 
acies—"joins”’ in the middle of let- 
ters, inequalities in the strokes, and a 
hundred and one other imperfections | 
of the kind. 

The best advice that can be given to 

those whose signatures is likely to be 
appended to important documents is 
that they should adopt a plain, 
straightforward style. 
. The down strokes should not be 
made too thick and the name should 
always be written in full. °“J, Jones” 
is obviously easier to forge than 
“John Thomas Jones” or “John 
Jones,” ; 

And in signing a document that is 
likely to be questioned later on do so 
if possible when you are feeling “fit.” 
Very few people realize the extent to 
which health is reflected in handwrit- 
ing. 

In one case two signatures, suppos- 
ed to be by the same person, were so 
dissimilar that one was thought to be 
aclumsy attempt at forgery. Yet, as 
the expert was able to prove, both 
were written by the same man, the 
man when he was in perfect health 
and the other when he was ill, 

The difference in the signatures 
nearly resulted in his losing property 
of considerable value.

Passports, Identity Cards and Border

Lime in Agriculture 


Use and Misuse of Lime and Results 
From Detailed Experiments, 

The use of lime in proper quan- 
tity, in proper quality, and the proper 
time will prove beneficial to most 
soils. Used otherwise, its effects are 
the reverse, That there may be no 
lack of knowledge on the subject, 
there has been issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa, a re- 
vised edition of a bulletin, entitled} 
“Lime in Agriculture,” in which the 
Dominion Chemist, Dr, F. T. Sputt, 
has dealt comprehensively with the 
subject. From this bulletin it is 
learned that there are several classes 
of lime, such as quick lime, burnt 
lime, caustic lime, stone lime, ete., 
also that limestone of excellent qual- 
ity is to be found in many parts of 
Canada, especially in the east and at 
some points in British Columbia, 
Some exists in Manitoba in the vicin- 
ity of Lakes Winnipeg and Winnl- 
pegosis. Otherwise there is none 
available on the prairies. What is 
known as Ime kiln refuse is some- 
times sold as “Agricultural Lime,” but 
the advice is tendered that purchases 
should be made only on analysis as 
to the percentages of quick lime, car- 
bonite of lime, etc., present. The 
chief objects of the application of 
lime, or carbonate of lime, are the

pointed out and the influence of lime 
explained, The comparative values 
of the different kinds are set forth 
as well as the methods of application. 
Attention is given to the use and mis- 
use of lime and results from detailed 
experiments, A table shows the 
composition of limestone found in 
fourteen places in New Brunswick, 
nine In Quebec, six in British Colum- 
bia, nine in Nova Scotia and ten in 
Ontario. Prince Edward Island is 
also shown to have deposits.
